CONSERVATIVE ESSAYS, LEGAL AND POUT- 
ICAL. Bv 8. S. ■aBBMA* of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. Philadelphia: J. B Llpplncott 4 Co. 
This beautifully printe.l volume ol five hun- 
dred and fifty pages is composed principally 
of etsays with which the fellow-citizens of 
Judge Nicholas are familiar. But there is 
acarcely one which will not bear a second 
reading. Every page shows the man of in- 
tellect and education. An examination of the 
work will show that the auihor, some time 
beforehand, foresaw the horrible state of 
things in which we flud ourselves. There are 
some things in the volume which we cannot 
but wiBh bad been omitted; but we fe*l sure 
that the circulation of tne work will be pro- 
ductive of great good.

INTRODUCTION. 
The largest liberty of the citizen compatible 
with aaeetaarT restraint, or in other word?, 
good government, is the desideratum for whos- 
achievement the wise have incessantly labor- 
ed Eince tbe first forma'ion of human 'society. 
This is the trrent insoluble problem, upon 
which the wisdom of the whole world has 
been iu vain expeude;'. 

At ibe establishment of ours, there was one 
form of self-zovernint-nt bv the people, on a 
large s?ale, thit had never been tested by ex- 
periment — thut i«, a Representative Republic 
under a written Constitution. This It was 
determined should be tried. The written 
Constitution, beiug the great distinctive 
feature of the plun, its 6auctity and continual 
supremacy was an obvious necessity to the 
suseeta of the plan. All depended upon that. 

The distribution of power between the Fed- 
era! and 8tate Governments, with its subdi- 
vision between three separate, independent 
bodies of awglltrsey, it was hoped and be- 
lieved, wou'd have great influence in main- 
taining that supremacy. As to lis sanctity, 
much reliauce was placed on its being the 
nation's great law, voiuntarl'y ordaiee !, whieh 
ail wou^d be educated to reverence and will- 
ing to ob^-y, as their own freewill obligation 
Of allegiance to each ether and of j.rfnt fealty 
to their country. There was superadded to 
this natural fealty, sufficient of itself with en 
pghtcntd patriots, the obligation of nn oath, 
to be taken by all Federal and Stite officers, 
to support the Coustiunian, then by teaching 
them to honor it as the highest, dearest ob- 
ject of American alljgianee. Its founders 
spared no pains in ineuleiting upon the na- 
tion the great importance to our kappiuesi 
and prosperity of permanently preserving the 
Constitution iu inviolable sanctity. It was to 
stand in lieu of the heredi tary power, tbe 
cheeks and balances of other governments, 
in giving security to life, liberty and property, 
whilst the nation was enjoying the inestima- 
ble privilege of self-government. Io thai 
marvellous production of human wisdom— in 
that American sermon on the mount — in that 
celebrated farewell address, the joict produc- 
tion of Washing' ou, Madison, Hamilton and 
Jay, we are told: "The basis of our p<»litica) 
system is the right of the people to make and 
alter their Cousti.utious, but that which at 
any time ex'sts, until changed by an explicit 
and authentic act of the whole people, t'.< teo- 
tr.iUy obligatory Uj>on all. The very id -a of 
tbe right and j ower of the people to estiblish 
gOVernienl presupposes the duiy of every 
mdiviJual to obey that which is established." 
* * * "It is iudeed little else than a name, 
when the Government is too feeble to wiia- 
stand the enterprises of f iction, to confine each 
member of society wVhin fat Katftl JSSIi'iflad by 
the taws, and to BSaltttala all m the tecure ana 
tranquil euj jyment of the rights of p:-rson 
and property." * * * "The spirit of en- 
croachment by one department U(.on another 
tends to consolidate the powers of all the de- 
partments in one and thus creates, whatever 
the form of government, a real despotism. If 
in the e piniou ol tbe peeqole the distribution 
or moditicati Ml <>f the constitutional powers 
be in any pacticular wroug, let it be corrected 
by an amendment in the way which the Con- 
stitu ion designates. But let there be no 
change by ueurpation, for though this in one 
Instance may be the instrument of good, ft is 
(he customary MMBMa by u-hich free Govemmcutt 
are destroyed. The precedent must alw tys greatly 
overbalance in permanent evil any pirtial or 
transient bewjit which the use can a', any time 
yield." 

The fathers all taught by precept and ex- 
ample the sacred inviolability of the C >nsti- 
tution as the very 44 palladium of our 
Hi) r.i.'s." Iu the better days of the Repub Ic 
its wilful violation would have beeu deemed 
an icdelibie stain upon the. hcn>r of the 
perpetrator; a pernicious breach of patriotic 
duty. Not only every officer, State and Fed- 
eral, but also every attorney-at-law, was 
taught to consider himself a sworn sentinel 
or guard over the Constitution. Every ju- 
dicial officer deemed himself, an J was esteem- 
ed by ali others, as placed io command of a 
post for its protection. Any jud»;e who ig- 
nominiously deserted that post, or pusillani- 
usly evaded the performance of its duties, 
would have been viewed with the scorn and 
loathing that attends the military commander 
who, from cowardice or tieachery, surrenders 
military post to a foreign 'enemy. Anv 
judge who failed to do his duty in be half of 
tbe liberty of the humblest citiz n, under th» 
mistrable pretext thnt a military commander 
would not obey hie judicial ordi r, av»d that he 
did not desire "to bringthejudici 1 in collision 
with the military authority, would h^ve b.-en 
cousigued to that lowe»t degradation into 
which an aroueed national scorn cou'd cori- 
mn him. Impeachm; ntand txpulsion from 
office would have bee n the certain doom of 
any judge guilty of 6uch a treasonable betrayal 
of his trust as to decide that iu time of war a 
military commander h id the rightful power to 
do whatever necessity required t r the su c ss 
of tbe national arms, and that the comm >uder 
as the exclusive Judge of the existence ano 
extent of such alleged necessity. It wculd 
but have r.dded to the turpitude to make a 
pretext of such supposable necessity, in a 
community far away lrom the site of in litary 
operations, and amply protected from ail 
possibility of danger from hostile invasion, 
by a superabundant national force, besides 
one to two millions of loyal militis. If such 
ample power in the bands of the Government 
does not entitle the people to the full, peace- 
able »nj<iyment of all the constitutionally 
guaranteed rights of freemen, including those 
ot free speech and free press, then suca Gav- 
ernment i»a manifest failure, being inadequate 
to perform its obvious du y, iu the mo»t im- 
portant purpose for which it was instituted. 
There is a widely pervadiLg defection from 
he original heart-dtvoted loyalty to the Con- 
stitution. A revival of that leeling is greatly 
needed if we are to hope for a preservation of 
our bberties. Ii is the most urgent duty ot 
the hour, upon every patriot, to do what he 
can to promote such revival. This reoublica- 
tion of the following essajB is made with the 
hope that they may render some small aid in 
that behalf. Those of them written many 
j ears ago and principally devoted to the de- 
nunciation of the pernicious influence of 
political partyisni upou our system ol Govern- 
ment, a; e quite pertinent as an aid towards 
tbe proposed revival. For, as to that excess 
of partyism can be clearly traced the 
present danger to the Union, so it is also the 
main cause of popular defection from that 
original loyalty to tne Constitution, which is 
so indispensable an element in the national 
character, it we arc to hope, on rational 
grounds, that liberty will survive this direful, 
most hateful rebciiiou and the unconstitu- 
tional, inhumaue appliances with which its 
suppte'?6iou is attempted. Whilst the apa- 
thetic lethargy o? their political leaders, 
pending the- trampling out of the very life of 
the Constitution, fills every enlgbtened 
patriot with despondent gloom, the manifes- 
tation by the great bndy of the people them- 
selves of a still living, unconquerable allec 
tion for the Constitution, inspires a trustful 
hope in its ultimate triumph aud iu a no ig- 
neble future lor American liberty. Let us 
each do what be can for its preservation, and 
never despair for the Republic. Let us each do 
what he can, to ward off that dire doom, a 
military despotism, which the lathers have 
warned us against as the probable, if not nec- 
essary result, ofjuch a war as is now waging 
This work is sold by John P. Morton & Co.

As I am satisfied you misunderstand my 
meaning in the piragranh alluded to In yonr 
letter, I will explain by sayirg that iu tbe 
original manuscript I stated as follows: 44 By 
the granting of furloughs unauthorized, to 
large numbers of soldiers from the Eleventh 
and Twenty-sixth Kentucky volunteers, and 
the Third Kentucky cavalry, for the express 
purpose of voting against me, whilst soldiers 
in the same regiments who would have voted 
forme were refused furloughs." 

This paragraph was afterward changed by 
carefully erasing the words "in the same rtji- 
ni«nr*," so as not to make it apply to soldiers 
in any pa rticular regiment. 

No allusion was made to you personally, 
nor was any "reflection on you knowingly or 
intentionally suffered to be published,'' nor 
have I heard auy one intimate that they so 
understood it. 

I shall consequently decline making any ex- 
planation in the Democrat, as I did not pub- 
lish ihe notice myself.

sums in wages and prise money are false.
